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EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Mr. R. Eugene Varndell, Jr. on 06/30/00. 

2. . The application has been amended as follows: 



1 . (Amended) A safety structure [for] io a three-hole socket assembly, 
comprising : a canopy, an inner lid and a safety device, [whereof] a surface of the 
canopy [on the surface] is equipped with a ground [insert] hole^ [and] a B plus 
[insert] hole[, plus] and a semi-circular neutral [insert] hole located independent 
of the ground hole and the B plus hole; the inner lid is [a member applied upon 
the socket conductor] located between conductors in the three-hole socket 
assembly and an inner wall of the canopy: [and] on the surface of the inner lid is 
provided with a ground passage hole, a B plus passage hole and a neutral 
passage hole, each corresponding with relevant hole provided on the surface of 
the canopy, characterized in that: 

the safety device, comprising a left detent, a right detent and a spring, the safety 
device is structured such that the left detent[,] being a step member having a 
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high step section and a low step section , [is flanged with] a pusher is provided on 
one side of the high [set] step section, the top of the pusher is formed into a 
[downgoing] first ramp, a strut is provided on [the top of] the other side of the high 
step section [just a strut], [the] a bottom surface of the high step section 
[opposite] is formed into a container channel, also a rectangular shoe is formed 
on one side of the bottom surface of the low step section of the left detent [is 
formed a rectanguloid shoe], the right detent is [executed to be] an L shape 
piece, a pusher is formed on a forward point of one side of the L shape piece. 
[thereof is formed a jutting pusher on] the top of [which] the pusher of the right 
detent is formed mto [an inwardly inclined] a second ramp; 
[to assemble,] the left detent and the right detent are assembled [united] together 
by overlap match, so that the right detent is positioned right into the container 
channel beneath the left detent, while the pusher on the right detent just 
circumvents the pusher on the left detent, so that the two pushers are brought 
abutted upon each other, to bring the first and the second ramps into a V shape 
configuration, [a] the spring seated [way] between both detents [once stretched] 
to push both detents apart, [will set] the safety device is installed on the inner lid 
of the socket assemblv . with both detents[, left and right,] of the safety device in a 
spreadout position just covering up the ground passage hole and the B plus 
passage hole, and both pushers covering up the neutral passage hole in the 
meanwhile; the neutral insert hole on the canopy being located just above the 
midpoint of a straight line interconnecting both pushers, the ground [insert] hole 
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and the B plus [insert] hole being located respectively above the [left] pusher of 
the left detent , the [right] pusher of the riaht detent , in perfect symmetry with the 
ground passage hole and B plus passage hole underneath, and that 
consummates a safety structure for a three-hole socket assembly advocated 
hereunder. 

^/t' (Amended) The safety structure in a three-hole socket assembly 
according to Claim 1, [whereof] wherein a transverse groove is provided [way] 
between the neutral passage hole and [the] an interlink interconnecting the 
ground passage hole and the B plus passage hole[,] on the inner lid[, and it's a 
transverse groove]. 

(Amended) The safety structure in a three-hole socket assembly 
according to Claim 1 , [whereof on one side of the bottom of the low level section 
of the left detent is formed a rectanguloid] wherein the rectanoular shoe of the 
low step section to be matched with [another rectanguloid] a rectangular shoe 
formed on the bottom surface of one side of the right detent by the intervention of 
[a] the spring seated in-between serving to push apart both detents.

Cancel claim 4. 
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^ ^ (Amended) The safety structure in a three-hole socket assembly 
according to Claim Z, [whereof on one side of the bottom of the low level section 
of the left detent is formed a rectanguloid] wherein the rectangular shoe of the 
low step section to be matched with [another rectanguloid] a rectangular shoe 
formed on the bottom surface of one side of the right detent by the intervention of 
[a] the spring seated in-between serving to push apart both detents. 

3. The following changes to the drawings have been approved by the examiner and 
agreed upon by applicant: reference number 3 must be shown in the drawing; any 
portions of the drawings in section and made of an insulative material must be 
crosshatched accordingly; reference number 31 adjacent reference number 313 
in fig, 2 must change to 312. In order to avoid abandonment of the application, 
applicant must make these above agreed upon drawing changes. 



4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record fails to provide or suggest the structure of the safety device having a left and 
right detents, the left detent being a step member and the right detent being an L shape, 
wherein the left and right detents are assembled together by overlap match so that the 
pusher of the left detent and the pusher of the right detent are brought abutted upon 
each other, to bring the ramp of the pusher of the left detent and the ramp of the pusher 
of the right detent into a V shape configuration. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
